Legislatuie are trying to fughten one of 
liiistol's slaunchest Kepublicanu, a personal 
friend aud political suppoiter ot Congress- 
man Wauger, into a position where he will 
make teims with, them for their reuomi- 
ualiou. 
Xhe-necessity for the present mem- 


bers of the Legislature to make their peace 
with this gentleman, arises from the fact 
that he is probably the largest contributor 


this county to the Republican campaign 


funds, aud also that he has always been 
known as a Quay man, who, despite the 
giowling and kicking that has been directed 
against ihe "Old Alan," still remembers 
the countless things that this self same 


'Old Slau" has done to help him and other 
manufacturers and business men to achieve 
their past and present prosperity, and who 
knows, as every Republican should know 
without regard to his shade of politics that 
M. S. Quay will in the future, if re-seated 
m the United States Senate, continue as in 
the past to guard aud chensh the varied 
manufacturing interests of this great coin- 
tnonweallh. 


It may not be out of place here to speak 


of an incident which occuried at a luncheon 
given at the Hotel Flanders in Philadelphia 
about two weeks ago, at which one of the resi- 
dents of Tullytowu was present.

Daniel Moss, one of General Phil Sher- 


idan's scouts in the civil war, was born 
on Sept. 16, 1824, in Shenandoah coun- 
ty, Va. He was a miller by trade and 
worked in a mill until the latter part of 
1801, when be became a scout in the Un- 
ion army. 
He wns in no regular battle. 


His work was to discover where the ene- 
my was and in what numbers.

my. Of course he was often in peril.

roadside when four Confederate soldiers 
suddenly rode up, recognized him and 
said: "Hello!

about, as the Union forces held Winches- 
tei, A squad of Confederates turned up 
there about midnight and took him to 
Hnrrisbuig jail. 


There he remained about seven weeks, 


with six Confederate deserters.

Origin of the Curfew. 


Curfew is>a corruption of "couvre feu," 


which meims "cover the fire." The cur- 
few wns rang to protect life and property 
In a time when houses were mostly built 
of wood and there were no engines, as 
now, 
to extinguish a conflagration and no 


water was to be immediately obtained. 
It was a useful nnd necessary regulation 
in its .day, when barbarity characterized 
the times, and it was doubtless very rig- 
orously enforced. 


The custom was prevalent in many 


European countries, and old authors in- 
dicate that curfew was known in Eng- 
land before the Norman invasion (1060), 
and it was continued for 600 years after 
the Conqueror died. 
The practice of 


ringing the bell at 9 o'clock at night was 
observed for many years in New England 
villages, as elsewhere, but as town clock's 
sand other timekeepers became generally 


used and as there no longer existed the 
necessity for enforcing the custom it has 
ceased.—Woman's Home Companion.

Their escape was effected successfully 


nnd wns not discovered till morning. 
Then troops went in pursuit of them, sur- 
rounded the wood they were in nnd set it 
on fire. Moss Iny still until the file was 
very close, when he and bis companions 
scratched the leaves from around them, 
set them oil fire, nnd thus the fire was 
made to pass over the woods without the 
Confederates finding them. They waited 
until dark and then started. They trav- 
eled mostly by night aud had nothing to 
eat for the first two days. The third day 
they cnme to n house where Moss got one 
pie. They got nothing more to eat for 
four days. 
They were then within ten 


miles of Winchester. 
There they got 


some bread and meat. 
Moss often said 


it was the best meal he ever ate. 
They 


reported the next day to General Mil- 
roy's in Winchester. 


Moss was sent once from Mnrtinsburg 


after a man who was thought to be car- 
rying n valuable dispatch. He overtook 
him at Bunker hill, not far from Win- 
chester, and searched him closely, mak- 
ing him even ti'ke off his boots and socks 
without finding the dispatch. 
Then he 


examined the saddle in vain. 
He was 


about to let him go when the man, being 
out of humor, said, "Hang it, you had 
better search my horse's tail!" 
Moss 


gave the knot in the horse's tail a pull, 
and out came the dispatch. 


Moss sometimes played tricks on his 


brother scouts. He and two other scouts 
cnme into camp one night cold and hun- 
gry. The other scouts had got some sau- 
sage. He offered them ,fl for enough for 
his supper. They said, "No; go and steal 
it as we did." 
He watched his opportu- 


nity, nnd when they got the sausage fried 
he took it. 


Moss had a horse that could outtravel 


anything he had ever seen. 
It made no 


halt for fence or ditch. 
He lay out of 


doors many a night, and his horse, turned 
loose, would not go awny, but would 
come and He down by his side, nnd he 
was sometimes afraid it would roll over 
on him.—New York Sun.

Earth's Upheaval Clianpreil Sfvamps 


Into a Valuable Archipelago. 


A million or so years ago, according to 


the government geologist, the 
Philip- 


pines consisted largely of swamps and 
shallow seas. 
Theie was aa immense 


luxuriance of tropical plant growth in 
the swatnpy regions, where accumula- 
tions of vegetable debris were eventually 
covered with niud and transformed into 
a kind of coal called "lignite," which to- 
day is probably the most valuable miner- 
al asset of the American India. 
At 


ength there came a crumpling and up- 
heaval of the earth's crust so tremen- 
dous as to be felt all the way from 


witzerland to the Himalayas, where the 


bottom of the ocean was uplifted into 
mountains three miles above sea level. 
indeed the strata representing these an- 
cient marine beds are now found in the 
Himalayas at an elevation of 10,000 feet. 
The Philippines shared in this uplift, 
which nlso formed the land bridge to 
Asia already mentioned. 


Across the land bridge' from the main- 


and came all sorts of animals to the 
archipelago, and in a later age they were 
cut off from returning by a general sub- 
sidence of the islands 
The latter sank 


so much indeed that the group was re- 
duced to a mere sprinkling of billy islets, 
four of which existed within the present 
area covered by Luzon, while Cebu was 
completely submerged.. At this time- there 
began a seiies of volcanic eruptions, 
mostly submarine, which threw up a 
great amount of material from the bow- 
els of the earth, thus adding largely to 
the land area, nnd about 10.000 years ago 
there came another uplift, which raised 
the archipelago to its present status ap- 
proximately. 
It is believed, however, 


that the islands are still rising gradually, 
occasional earthquakes being merely jars 
incidental to the slow process of eleva- 
tion. The volcanic phenomena have not 
yet ceased. 
A few years ago there was 


a violent eruption of Mayon, in southern 
Luzon, which is the most beautiful, syra- 
metrical 
volcanic cone in the world, 


sharply pointed at the apex. — Philadel- 
phia Call. 


Dean Stokon' Story. 


"The late Dean Gilbert Stokes of the 


Anglican church," says the Rochester 
Post-Express, "used to tell the story of a 
conversation he had with the old verger 
of a certain Eng'ish parish church. Prob- 
ably he embellished it, polishing it like 
old silver with much using, but anyhow 
this was the tale: 
" 'Who, my good friend, takes the lead 


in Sunday school matters here?' asked 
the dean of the verger. 
" T do, sir,' was the proud reply. 


'There aren't no other scbolards bo* me 
and Sir John in the parish. I 1'arns the 
children on Sundny afternoons.' 


"'And what routine do you follow?' 


said the dean. 
" 'I fust reads 'em a little cataplasm, 


and I generally winds up with a few in- 
teresting antidotes just to keep 'em 
from getting too restless, but of coarse, 
sir, I always tells 'em in bibulous lan- 
guage.' " 


was founded by a relative of Benjamin 
Franklin nearly a century and a half ago 
and has been in existence ever since 
without change of name. It was one of 
the few papers in America to publish the 
surrender of Lord Cot-nwallis. Its first 
issues were printed on an 
antiquated 


hand press. 


How The Mercury came into being is 


an interesting story. In the year 1717 
James Franklin brought a Kamnge print- 
ing press from London and opened a 
printing establishment in Boston. 
His 


brother, the great philosopher, Benjamin 
Franklin, was bound out to him to learn 
his trade, and the two brothers worked 
together for several years. 


In 1733 James Franklin started the 


first paper published in Rhode Island, 
called the Rhode Island Gazette. This 
publication also was short lived, having 
been discontinued nt the end of six 
months for- want of patronage. 


Just previous to his "brother's death 


Benjamin visited him after an absence of 
ten years. Being in feeble health nnd 
feeling thnt he hnd but a short time to 
live, James obtained his brother's prom- 
ise that in the event of his death Benja- 
min would take his young nephew to 
Philadelphia with him and teach him the 
printer's trade. Accordingly at his fa- 
ther's death the boy went with his uncle 
to Philadelphia. 


In 1758 tbe son, James, returned to 


Newport and set up bib press, the same 
his father had brought from London in 
1717 and upon which Benjamin Franklin 
had learned his trade as a printer. This 
press remained in the office till 1859, 
when it was purchased by Mr. John B. 
Murray of New York and by him pre- 
sented to the Massachusetts 
Historical 


society, by whom it is still exhibited at 
toe society's rooms in Boston. 


On the 12th of June, 1758, the first 


Newport Mercury made its appearance. 
It was a little sheet of four pages, each 
page measuring but 12 by 7 inches, and 
was sent forth under difficulties not to be 
understood at this day, when the news- 
paper is considered a necessity to all, but 
wns then a luxury in which but few in- 
dulged. It lived, and, although after a 
few years no more is known of its found- 
er, he having left Newport suddenly nev- 
er to return, his mother, Mrs. Ann 
Franklin, placed her imprint on the pa- 
per and issued it as before. 


The Mercury was published under suc- 


cessive owners and with only one inter- 
ruption up to the present time.—Fourth 
Estate.
